Although  Congress  is  in  session  and  is 
the  sole  law-making  branch  of  the  govern- 
ment, the  ministry  has  again  ventured  to 
trespass  upon  its  (unctions  for  the  purpose 
of  defining  and  regulating  the  powers  and 
obligations  of  joint-slock  companies.  These 
new  regulations  were  signed  tin  the  20th 
instant  and  were  published  on  the  following 
day.  They  comprise  362  separate  articles 
and  constitute  a  series  of  explanatory  ami 
mandatory  provisions  having  the  form  and 
force  of  law  upon  a  subject  which  affects 
a  great  variety  of  interests  and  obligations. 
These  regulations  not  only  include  new 
conditions  and  provisions,  but  they  modify 
and  annul  the  provisions  and  contracts 
already  established  and  recognized.  In  our 
opinion  this  act  of  the  government  is  clearly 
illegal  :  ist,  because  the  executive  lias  no 
constitutional  right  to  promulgate  any  such 
regulations,  and,  2nd,  because  they  violate 
existing  laws  and  contracts.  If  there  is 
need  of  harmonizing  the  fickle  acts  of  ihe 
provisional  government  on  this  subject— 
which  no  one  will  venture  to  doubt— the 
proper  course  would  have  been  to  present 
the  desired  measure  to  Congress  for  discus- 
sion and  adoption.  It  may  be  that  delays 
would  have  resulted,  but  no  delay  can  be 
worse  than  the  usurpation  of  legislative 
functions  by  the  executive.     It  ought  to  be

penalties  for  infractions.  These  regulations 
were  considered  In  every  respect  as  laws  and 
were  so  recognized  and  enforced.  Another 
abuse  sp-inging  from  the  same  cause— the 
encroachments  of  the  executive -was  that 
of  fixing  and  enforcing  penalties  against  the 


employe  of  that  department  with  disrespect. 
In  strict  justice  a  postoBice  employe  has  no 
more  right  to  impose  and  collect  a  line  from 
an  individual  than  we  have,  and  the  reg- 
ulation is  therefore  a  gross  infraction  ol  law 
and  of  personal  liberty.  As  the  constitution 
confers  no  authority  upon  the  executive  to 
continue  these  practices  of  the  old  regime 
and-  as  it  expressly  guarantees'  the  rights, 
liberties  and  privileges  of  the  people  under 
the  law,  it  must  be  concluded  that  the 
present  government  has  clearly  exceeded 
its  powers  in  the  matter  of  providing  new 
regulations  for  joint-stock  companies.  And 
as  il  has  taken  the  wholly  unwarranted  step 
ol  requiring  foreign  companies  to  apply  for  a 
new  authorization  to  transact  business 
Within  .  60  days,  under  penally  ol  judic 
liquidation,  which  is'a  gross  violation 
existing  co. Uriels,  we  can  not  urge  100 
strongly  upon  Congress  the  necessity  of 
taking  action  in  the  mailer.  The  foreign 
companies  transacting  business  in  Brazil 
have  all  complied  with  the  law,  even  to  the 
recent  requirement  of  having  their  statutes 
and  lists  of  shareholders  registered,  and  die 
decree  granting  them  authorization  must  be 
considered  as  a  final  and  legal  contract. 
Kxcepl  for  some  violation  of  the  law  these 
contracts  can  not  be  annulled.  We  aic 
advised  that  steps  have  already  been  taken  to 
enter  a  formal  protest  against  the  vexatious 
and  illegal  requirement  of  these  regulations 
and  unless  Congress  interferes,  as  il  should 
do  at  once,  il  is  more  than  probable  that 
some  very  serious  difficulties  will  be  created 
in  the  near  future. 


iOW  to 
ajority  of  occasional  shippers 
are  not  supposed  to  know.  It  should  be 
the  business  of  the  customs  officials  and 
steamship  agencies  to  so  simplify  these 
transactions  that  the  dullest  and  most  ignor- 
ant of  shippers  shall  not  be  put  to  unneces- 
sary trouble  and  expense.  Instead  of  this, 
every  possible  obstruction  is  raised,  and  the 
costs  of  dispatching  a  small  parcel  are  made 
grossly  disproportionate  to  its  size  and  value. 
Il  the  native  companies  cannot  render  a 
better  service. than  this,  then  we  trust  that 
the  protection  now  granted  to  them  will  be 
withdrawn  so  thai  the  public  can  deal  with 
people  who  know  how  to  carry  on  ihe  busi- 
ness ol  a  public  carrier.. 


We  have  been  compelled  to  complain 
again  and  again  in  these  columns  of  the 
insufferable  manner  in  which  the  public  is 
Healed  by  the  employes  of  the  Lloyds 
Brazileiro,  and  particularly  in  the  shipment 
ol  small  parcels.  Not  only  are  the  charges 
grossly  exorbitant  and  capricious,  but  the 
shippers  are  subjected  to  petty  annoyances 
and  expenses  at  the  outset  which  are  as 
irritating  as  they  are  unnecessary.  For 
instance,  to  send  a  parcel  from  one  port  to 
another,  even  in  a  Brazilian  coasting 
steamer,  the  shipper  is  required  to  dispatch 
it  at  the  custom-house  before  it  can  be  laken 
to  die  steamship  wharf,  and  lllere  it  must 
he  o  conferred  "  by  another  official  before 
the  company  will  touch  it.  This  done,  die 
shipper  must  then  overcome  the  inertia  and 
indifference- of  die  shipping  clerk,  and  ihen 
pay  whatever  charge  thai  lire,!,  cigarelte- 
smoking  personage  chooses  to  inflict.  To 
do  all  this  it  is  sometimes  necessary  to  go 
to  the  steamship  wharf  in  the'Saude  three 
or  four  times  before  the  Ini-iucss  can  be 
accomplished,  lor  die'  coilferente'  cannot 
always  be  found  at  bis  post  and  theclerk  can 
not  always  be  induced  to  stop  smoking  or 
gossiping  long  enough  to  make  out  a  receipt. 
b  is  a  burning  shame  tli.it  such  a  stale  ot 
things  is  permitted  lo  exist  It  certainly 
could  not  exist  were  these  companies  and 
their  employes  honestly  desirous  a(  doing 
their    share    in    the    development    of  trade. 

As  an  example  of  what  an  occasional  ship- 
per, has  to  endure  (of  course,  die  large 
shippers  do  not  experience  these  difficul- 
ties), the  following  incident  is  related  to  us. 
A  party  here  wished  10  send  a  small  parcel 
to  Santos.  He  filled  in  Ihe  necessary  dis- 
patches and  sent  them  to  the  custom-house 
for  entry.  The  parcel  was  then  sent  to  Ihe 
Lloyds  Brazileiro  trapkhe  the  day  before 
the  steamer  was  to  sail,  where  il  arrived  at 
3  P.m.  The  clerk  refused  10  receive  the 
parcel  because  the  cotlferente  had  gone 
away.  He  also  stated  that  there  would  be 
no  eonfermtc  there  the  next  day,  conse- 
quenlly  the  parcel  could  not  go  by  that 
steamer.  The  porter,  therefore,  brought  it 
back,  and  the  shipper  had  two  porterages  lo 
Pay   and   a   slump  was   wasted.     Two  or 


In 


ew  of  the  difficulties,  annoyances 
and  expense  of  shipping  small  parcels,  both 
lo  the  interior  and  along  the  coast,  is  it  not 
possible  to  have  an  express  company  or- 
ganized for  that  service?  We  know  that 
schemes  have  been  proposed  for  such  a 
service  again  and  again,  and  that  ihe  gov- 
ernment has  always  refused  to  concede  the 
privilege  solicited,  but  is  it  not  worth  while 
to  try  again  ■  We  have  never  been  able  to 
understand  why  the  government  is  so  stub- 
bornly opposed  lo  a  service  of  such  utility, 
for  il  is  no  novelty,  it  is  incalculably  useful, 
and  il  is  perfectly  secure.  In  the  United 
Stales,  one  can  send  a  20-pound  parcel  from 
New  York  10  San  Francisco  by  express 
without  the  slightest  trouble  and  at  less 
expense  than  from  Rio  to  Santos.  All 
these  annoyances  and  expenses  are  serious 
obstacles  lo  trade,  and  are  sources  of  con- 
slant  irritation  10  the  public.  If  an  express 
.company  were  properly  organized  here,  all 
these  small  parcels  could  be  handled  at  far 
less  expense  and  trouble,  both  (or  the  com- 
panies and  the  public.  Besides  this,  the 
excessive  porterage  charges  now  ruling  could 
be  avoided  by  the  creation  of  a  proper  ex- 
press service  in  Ihe  city.  This  is  a  consid- 
eration far  more  important  than  it  appears 
lo  lie  at  first  sight,  lor  it  would  not  only 
protect  the  public  from  the  excessive  charges 
now  demanded,  bill  would  afford  a  security 
which  is  not  now  known.  ,  A  good  express 
company  in  Brazil  is  one  of  the  mosl 
pressing  necessities  of  the  moment,  and  it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  not  only  will  it  be  un- 
dertaken in  an  intelligent,  responsible 
manner,  bill  that  the  government  will  give- 
it  every  assistance. 


We  regret  to  state  thai  the  effect  ol  the 
vote  in  the  Chamber  of  Deputies  on  the 
subject  of  further  emissions  of  paper  money 
to  which  we  referred  in  our  last  issue  has 
been  completely  nullified  by  the  difficul- 
ties encountered  by  the  budget  committee 
in  organizing  1  Is  report  in  accordance  with 
the  ideas  of  tile  minister  of  finance,  and  ex- 
change has  steadily  declined  during  the 
week.  Exactly  what  B.trao  tie  Lucena 
demands  is,  of  course,  only  known  to  him- 
self, his  supporters,  and  the  committee,  but 
it  may  be  safely  affirmed  that  he  insists  upon 
die  collection  of  at  least  50  per  cent,  of  the 
import  duties  in  gold,  and  very  probably 
that  he  has  produced  reasons  for  leasing  the 
Central  of  Brazil  railway.  We  say  the  first 
may  be  safely  affirmed,  for  an  amendment 
to  [be  project  passed  ill  the  Chamber  on  the 
19th,  ordering  the  collection  of  50  per  cent. 
of  die  duties  in  specie,  was  presented  on 
the  25th,  and  die  signers  ol  the  document 
are  nearly  all  supporters  of  the  minister  of 
finance.  The  uncertainly  as  to  how  this 
amendment  will  go  disturbs  legitimate 
business  to  an  alarming  extent,  and  is  un- 
questionably the  principal  cause  lor' the  de- 
cline in  exchange.  We  have  always 
advocated  the  collection  of  duties  in  gold, 
but  not  on  rales  which  must  either  cripple 
commerce,  or  seriously  distress  the  people. 
It  is  the  only  manner  in  which  ad  valorem 
duties  can  be  levied  and,  as  we  understand 
the  mailer,  customs  duties  being  levied  for 
the  satisfaction   ol   national   engagements, 


and  those  of  Brazil  being  to  a  large  extent 
in  gold,  we  consider  that  the  duties  on  im- 
ported articles  should  supply  the  coin  that 
is  required.  But  we  are  not  advocates  of 
the  hybrid  system  inaugurated  here,  by 
which  duties  are  collected  in  paper  at  a 
purely  imaginary  rate  of  exchange,  with  a 
purpose  we  fear  of  producing  an  effect 
through  ihe  great  increase  of  revenue,  and 
still  less  do  we  advocate  collecting  one-half 
of  these  duties  in  gold,  which  is  simply  a 
stupid  increase  of  work  thrown  not  only 
upon  ihe  public  officials  employed  in  col- 
lecting hut  lo  a  much  greater  extent  upon 
the  merchants  who  pay  this  revenue.  We 
confess  our  ignorance,' but' we  have  never 
heard  of  such  a  scheme  for  collecting  duties 
in  two  kinds  of  moneyexcept  in  Brazil,  and 
as  Barto  de  Lucena  and  his  predecessor, 
Gen.  Ruy  Barbosa,  are  painfully  addicted 
to  producing  authorities  for  the  endorsement 
of  all  their  schemes,  we  respectfully  request 
the  name  of  the  political  economist  who  in- 
vented the  idea  of  paying  duties  one-half  in 
con.  and  one-hall  in  paper  money.  There 
appaars  lo  be  hut  one  reason  at  this  moment 
why  coin  should  be  demanded  at  the  Bra- 
zilian custom-houses,  since  it  was  decided 
to  receive  Ihe  amount  of  the  duties  in  cur- 
rency at  2nd.  per  milreis  ;  die  balance  of  the 
gold  deposited  by  the  banks  has  been  tam- 
pered    with    aiid    must    be  replenished. 


We 


lo  not  like  to  detract  from  the  gen- 
eral feeling  ol  elation  over  the  success  of 
the  minister  ol  finance  and  the  budget 
committee  in  annihilating  that  threatening 
delict  and  transforming  it  into  an  astonish- 
ing surplus  of  30,000,000$  at  least,  so  we 
shall  venture  merely  to  remark  that  we  have 
seen  the  very  same  trick  before.  We  will 
hardly  venture  to  say  how  many  ministers 
and  committees,  within  our  own  experience, 
have  worked  the  deficit  down  to  a  mere 
bagatelle,  or  have  wiped  if  out  altogether, 
but  they  have  certainly  been  numerous 
enough  lo  establish  the  rule  thai  no  man 
can  believe  the  figures  until  they  are  proved. 
Estimates  based  on  conjectures  afford  a 
splendid  exercise  lor  the  imagination,  but 
when  we  get  down  to  the  dry  results  after  a 
half  dozen  ministers  have  been  permitted  to 
dance  around  in  the  Treasury  after  supple- 
mentary credits  it  is  quite  a  different  (natter. 
Kven  now  we  have  an  example  of  the  pleas- 
ing little  delusion  in  ihe  provisions  for 
maintaining  the  army  ;  the  committee  cuts 
ofl  a  few  hundred  conlos  here  and  there  ill 
order  10  reduce  the  deficit,  while  at  the 
same  time  the  President  walks  complacently 
in  to  ask  thirteen  thousand  contos  for  arms, 
munitions,  etc.  To  reduce  the  deficit  111 
lad,  there  must  be  an  inflexible  reduction 
in  expenditures,  and  this  is  what  we-  never 
see.  If  Congress  will  fix  the  expenditure 
under  each  item,  and  then  forbid  the  spend- 
ing of  one  single  penny  beyond  that 
appropriation,  and  forbid  also  the  opening  of 
extraordinary  and  supplementary  credits  by 
the  ministers,  then  we  shall  begin  to  feel 
some  confidence  in  these  calculations,  but 
as  long  as  the  minister  is  permitted  to  ex- 
pend what  lie  pleases  without  reference  10 
die  appropriations  made  we  must  be  excused 
for  preferring  to  see  the  result,  as  .our 
Limerick  friends  would  say,  before  accepting 
tile  promise. 


for  criminal  acts  ami  breaches  of  good  order 
which  demand  immediate  action  ;  2nd,  the 
consli..uion  of  police  courts  before  which 
all  arrested  persons  must  be  presented  within 
twenty-four  hours  ;  and,  3rd,  holding  all 
police  and  oilier  authorities  responsible, 
subject  to  damages,  for  false  imprisonment, 
cruelty  and  abuse  of  authority.  With  such 
provisions,  and  with  an  independent,  fear- 
less judiciary,  it  ought  to  be  possible  to  put 
an  immediate  stop  to  all  these  shameful 
abuses,  which  not  only  disgrace  the  name 
of  Brazil  abroad,  but  which  seriously  inter- 
fere with  the  internal  progress  of  the 
country.  There  must  be  security  for  the 
lives,  occupations  and  property  of  the  people 
before  there  can  be  a  full  and  permanent 
development  of  the  institutions  and  re- 
sources of  the  country. 


THE  ELECTRIC  LIGHT  MOfJRO-PRETO, 
Till-:  Ouro.Prelo  electric  light  cemrnt  slalinu 
which  was  inaugurated  on  71I1  Sept.  last,  is  the 
mosl  important  work  ol  ils  kind  in  Brazil.  The 
motive  power  ,s  derived  Iron,  the  Tombadour  water, 
fall  about  four  kilometres  from  the  town.  Two 
Guard  turbines  supply  the  power  by  means  of  a 
wire  rope  transmission;  100  metres  lone.,  10  two 
50  kilowatt  dynamos  which  generate  current  for 
400  street  lamps  of  25  candle  power,  and  several 
arc  lamps  of  2,000  candle-power  in  die  principal 
squares.  The  lamps  are  supported  on  neat  iron 
posts  with  well-proportioned  brackets  and  reflectors 
and  form  a  curious  contrast  with  the  antiquated 
kerosene  lanterns  thai  have  up  lo  now  disfigured 
the  streets,  and  the  seiies.systein  of  wiring  is  such 
that  only  one  wire  passes  each  street  instead  of  'he 
usual  network  of  conductors  that  often  accompanies 
other  system,.  The  dynamos  which  are  allerna- 
tmg  current  machines,  are  ol  Ihe  Mordey  Vicloria 
type.  I  hey  1  un  at  ihe  rate  0(650  revolutions  per 
minute,  Ihe  bearings  being  automatically  lubricated 
by  circulating  oil-pumps  which  keep  them  perfeclly 
cool.  Dynamos  for  private  illuminationare  shortly 
to  be  added,  when  the  inhabitants  of  Ouro-1'relo 
will  be  able  to  supply  themselves  with  light  at 
about  one-half  llie  cost  of  kerosene.  The  capaa!  of 
Minas  Geraes  is  to  be  congratulated  on  the  acqui- 
sition ol  this  important  improvement,  as  well  as  die 
Companlua  Industrial  de  Uuro-1'relo,  the  contrac- 
tors, on  die  successful  opening  of  [heir  station. 
■1  he  whole  of  the  eleen  ical  machinery  was  supplied 
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\\w.Jornal  do  Commercid  and  others  of 
our  Brazilian  contemporaries  have  recently 
protested  vigorously  against  die  arbitrary 
ami  irresponsible  manner  in  which  the 
police  authorities  ol  this  city  arc  conduct- 
ing themselves.  The  Joiiul  calls  the  raid 
on  the  sailor's  mission  on  the  morning  of 
the  20th  "one  of  those  police  scandals 
which  frequently  disgrace  the  name  of  Brazil 
abroad."  Ami  ihen,  immediately  after,  the 
whole  press  of  the  city  was  called  upon  to 
condemn  the  imprisonment  of  a  boy  ol 
nine  years  for  four  days  on  a  false  accusal 
lion  of  throwing  stones  in  the  street  at  t 
o'clock  in  the  morning.  No  examination 
had  been  held,  nor  was  the  buy's  mother 
advised  of  his  whereabouts;  on  Ihe  con- 
trary, she  was  left  to  wander  about  hall  dis- 
tracted for  these  four  days  in  search  of  her 
boy,  to  find  him  at  last  by  mere  chance  in 
the  clutches  ol  an  authority  which  ought 
to  be  Ihe  protector  of  widows  and  children 
rather  than  their  persecutor.  In  view  of 
all  these  abuses,  which  are  as  insensate  as 
the)'  are  scandalous,  Ihe  lawmakers  of  this 
country  should  not  permit  this  session  of 
Congress  lo  pass  without  providing  a  satis- 
factory remedy.

The  recent 
anenls  al  such   ports  as  Santos  and  Rio   de 
laneiro,   however,   give  a  long  slart  and  shameful 
beating    to  any    delay    record    that    has    yet    been 
achieved,   and  die    Brazilian    government'  deserve 
full  notoriety  for  lite  really  perfect  manner  in  which 
they  have  outpaced  everybody  else   in   the   world, 
t'o  lake  Rio  de  Janeiro  as  a  case  in   point.     Here 
we  have  admittedly   one  of  the   finest   natural   har- 
bours in  the  world,  with  plenty  of  water  and  excel- 
lent anchorage,  the  population  being  large  and,   in 
common  with  die  rest  of  the  empire  since  peace  set 
in.  improving  at  a  tremendous  rale.     It  is  scarcely 
conceivable  lhat  in  such  a  place  as  Rio  it  is  not   an 
uncommon  thing  lor  cargo  steamers  10  be   wailing 
five  monlfis  10  discharge,  and  lhat  one  important 
Liverpool  firm    lias  110   less    [ban  twenty  steamers 
waiting  turn  at  ihe  present  moment.     The  reason 
of  this  delay  is  that  usual  abomination,  the 'custom- 
house,  there  being  no  room  in  lhat  institution  for 
the  admission  of  the  goods  which  are  ordered    for 
Ihe  country,  and  instead  ol  rigging  up  a  building  at 
once  Ihe  officials  blandly  smoke  on   with   manana- 
hke  indifference,  doubtless  supported  in  this  policy 
by  their  friends  who  manipulate  the  supply  and  rig 
the  market.     The  effect  of -this  block  on  trade  can 
tie  welt  imagined.     Shipowners  are  afraid  to  load 
their  vessels  for  tile  Brazils,  and  in  self  protection, 
are  compelled  10  charge  higher  freights.     Thus  il 
is  dial  for  rig. iron  shippers  are  charged  forly  shil- 
lings pei  ion  when  the  normal  rate  would  be  twenty, 
live  shillings,  ;and   this   totally  unnecessary  extra 
charge  is  ultimately  placed  on  the  consumer,   and 
Ihe  country  pays  for  the  stupidity  of  its   rulers.     Il 
is  usual  for  goods  lo  be  placed  in  lighters  and  taken 
to  the  custom-house,    but  owing  to  the  simple  fact 
thai  the  last  named  venerable  pile  is  already  chock 
full,  the  lighters  have  lo  wait  their   turn,  'and  are 
sometimes  lying  loaded  lor  over  two  months  before 
being  discharged.     It  is  slated  that  at  the  present 
moment  So  vessels  are  wailing  their   turn   al  Rio, 
ami  at   Santos  shipowners  assert  lhat  things  are 
even  worse.     It  is  true  that  the  mail  steamers  are 
.able  to  gel  a  few  hundred  tons  of  cargo  discharged 
quickly,  as  the  regulations  of  the  ports  provide  for 
llus  poslal  priorily,  but  the  ordinary  cargo  steamers 
are  simply  helpless,  and  Ihe  loss  is  heavy  and  uni- 
versal.    In  the  absence  of  definite  information  it  is 
difficult  to  state  the  exact  causes  which  have  fed  to 
the  undoubtedly  increased  trade,   hut   the   recently 
concluded  reciprocity  treaty  with  the  United  Slates 
has,  according  to  some,    very   much   increased   Ihe 
Brazilian-American    traffic.     Whatever    the    cause 
the  fact  remains   lhat   the   Brazilians   have  not  at- 
templed  to  remedy  the  effect,  and  in  the  meantime 
not  only  the  trade  of  the  country,  hut  the  trade  of 
the  world  is  suffering.
